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Books for Home Planners

F WE agree with Winston Churchill that 
“We shape our buildings, then our 
buildings shape our lives,” the present 

intense interest in home building assumes 
more than ordinary significance. It throws 
a heavy responsibility on architects, pub- 
lishers, bookstores, and libraries to supply 
the public with practical, sound advice on 
house planning and construction. 

Home building, and consequently plan- 
ning, came to an almost dead stop during 
the war years. By the first part of 1945 
all the pent-up desire of Americans was 
seeking an outlet and, since actual con- 
struction was impossible because of mate- 
rial restrictions, found expression mainly 
in mulling over house plans. The pub- 
lishers, whether because of paper limita- 
tions or failure to foresee the trend, were 
not ready. Librarians found themselves 
forced to supplement the meager material 
in current magazines with prewar plans 
and pictures and promises of new books 
soon. 

Late in 1945 the publishers began to 
capitalize on the new market, and a steady 
stream of books, most of them hastily 
written, is now proving a financial blessing 
for authors, publishers, and booksellers. 
Librarians, who for a while felt compelled 
to buy any title available to stock bare 
shelves, may now begin to sift the grain 
from the chaff. 

Of course, the average person falls in 
love with a picture and floor plan first, 
then worries about how to finance his 
dream, where to locate it, and what mate- 
rials to use. For those few who will actu- 
ally put the horse before the cart, there 
are such practical books as Johnstone’s 
Building or Buying a House; a Guide to 
Wise Investment, Dunham and Thalberg’s 
Planning Your Home for Better Living, 


Creighton’s Planning to Build, and Nelson 
and Wright’s Tomorrow’s House. 

Building or Buying a House offers ad- 
vice of the “look before you leap” kind— 
the various kinds of mortgages, factors to 
consider in site selection, cost analysis, 
contracts. The reader of this book will 
find himself in a better position to discuss 
his needs intelligently with real estate 
agent, banker, architect, and contractor. 

Much of the same sort of information 
can be gleaned from Planning Your Home 
for Better Living. The authors go a little 
further than Johnstone into the matter of 
planning the house itself and its furnish- 
ings. Many photographs, drawings, and 
floor plans make the text easily under- 
standable by one entirely unfamiliar with 
architectural terms. 

Architect T. H. Creighton has designed 
houses, schools, hotels, hospitals, churches, 
and the world’s largest post office, the 
Army Post Office on Long Island. In Plan- 
ning to Build he clears away much of the 
confusion which exists in people’s minds 
because of conflicting ideas on traditional 
and modern style, and the old and new in 
materials. He warns that with America 
now on the verge of a building boom, 
“Your little building may not seem so 
important, but along with the thousands 
of others which will be built in the next 
decade, it will begin to determine the 
appearance of America for many genera- 
tions.” 

In Tomorrow’s House: How to Build 
Your Post-War Home Now, two editors of 
the Architectural Forum endeavor “to ex- 
plore some of the myriad possibilities 
offered by contemporary living habits and 
industrial techniques and to show some of 
the ways they can be used to make houses 
better, more attractive places to live.” It 
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is a book which makes the reader stop to 
think about the physical features of which 
a house is composed—heating, lighting, 
number and kind of rooms, and equipment 
—and the reasons for them. There are 
numerous illustrations but no floor plans, 
for the ideas presented may be applied 
to a house of any size and price. 

An unpretentious twenty-five cen. 
pamphlet is well worth consideration along 
with these books. It is How to Plan the 
Home You Want, published by Industrial 
Publications, Inc., which also publishes the 
magazines Building Supply News and 
Practical Builder. Its thesis is: “The thing 
that makes a house modern is its room 
arrangement, equipment and living fea- 
tures, not whether or not it has a flat 
roof.” Advice is given on how much a 
house should cost. how to choose an archi- 
tectural style, and how to plan the various 
rooms for comfort and efficiency. 

In spite of the need for such background 
reading as these books present, libraries 
will continue to find that the greatest de- 
mand is for books containing actual floor 
plans and drawings or photographs of ex- 
teriors. 

Houses for Homemakers is the Royal 
Barry Wills contribution in 1945. It con- 
tains plans for fifty homes that can be 
built for $2500 and up. Mr. Wills has sev- 
eral older books that contain many at- 
tractive plans, especially Houses for Good 
Living (1940, revised 1946) and Better 
Houses for Budgeteers (1941, revised 
1946). His plans include all types of tradi- 
tional houses, large and small, with per- 
haps an emphasis on the Cape Cod. 

How to Choose, Plan, and Build Your 
Own House by Helen Koues, former di- 
rector of Good Housekeeping Studio, com- 
bines advice to prospective home owners 
with floor plans and photographs of actual 
homes. Some of the helpful features of 
this book are the chapters on building de- 
tails, with photographs and comment on 
doorways, shutters, fences, terraces, and 
porches. The chapter on indoor details 


includes stairways, windows, fireplaces, 
built-in bookcases and cupboards, and 
storage space. Most of the houses pictured 
are traditional in style, but the modern 
house is not neglected. 

The Small Homes Annual 1945 was pub- 
lished, for use by home planners attending 
Home Planning Institutes, by the Home 
Builders Research Institute, Inc., Wash- 
ington, D. C., with the cooperation of a 
great many firms and organizations. Be- 
sides floor plans and pictures of over one 
hundred small, low-cost houses, there are 
articles on financing, construction, equip- 
ment, and gardening. 

Your New House, by Kenneth W. Dal- 
zell, contains fifty-five plans, views, and 
descriptions of houses for all budgets and 
many tastes. There are several attractive 
weekend houses shown. 

Many prospective home owners are 
lucky enough to find in a book a design 
that is almost exactly what they want and 
need. The following books contain house 
plans whose working drawings and specifi- 
cations can be purchased at varying prices, 
though certainly the home builder will not, 
on this account, attempt to get along with- 
out the services of his local architect. 

One of the most popular books pub- 
lished in 1945 is Small Home of Tomorrow, 
by Paul R. Williams. Most of the drawings 
are of modern houses, but there are many 
that combine the traditional and modern 
very attractively. New Homes for Today, 
recently published by the same author, is 
a companion volume. As in the earlier 
book, freshness and originality, plus good 
taste, characterize its plans and _ ideas. 
Working drawings and specifications are 
now available for houses in both books 
from Hollywood Plan Service. 

Better Homes and Gardens Magazine 
has published two paper-bound booklets 
of plans for small homes known as Book A 
and Book B. The list of materials, work- 
ing drawings, and specifications may be 
purchased from the Better Homes and 
Gardens Home Plan Service. Book A 








shows twenty-three two-bedroom homes; 
Book B includes twenty-five three-or- 
more-bedroom homes. All the designs are 
traditional, including Cape Cod and many 
variations of the Colonial. The advantages 
of each plan are described, along with a 
photograph of the exterior and floor plans. 

Another series with a similar purchase 
arrangement is Small Homes of California, 
Volumes 1 and 2, by Verner B. McClurg. 
Each volume contains forty-three draw- 
ings and floor plans for houses suitable 
for subtropical climates. All the designs 
picture small, one-story, two-bedroom 
houses complete with loggias or terraces 
or patios. 

Distinctive Small Homes, by Guy L. 
Rosebrook, is the seventh of a series since 
1938. Plans, specifications, and details for 
these attractive small houses may be pur- 
chased from the author. 

The House-of-the-Month Book of Small 
Houses, edited by Harold E. Group, is a 
collection of houses-of-the-month put out 
by the Monthly Small House Club, Inc., 
a guild devoted to the proper development 
of the small, popular-priced, custom-built 
house. The plans are described in detail 
along with good advice on all phases of 
home owning. Working drawings may be 
purchased from the club. 

The scarcity of building materials makes 
the luxury of a summer home or a week- 
end retreat still a far-off dream. However, 
a revised edition of Meinecke’s Your 
Cabin in the Woods was issued in 1945. It 
contains plans and construction details for 
log cabins of one to five rooms and sug- 
gestions for furnishing them. Other books 
of this type are announced for early pub- 
lication. 

Not every would-be home owner wants 
to build. Some prefer to see the finished 
product before deciding, while the acute 
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housing shortage compels others to buy 
already built houses. The Book of Houses 
by Dean and Breines “aims to lay before 
you the danger points in buying a home 
and to suggest the bare minimum in pre- 
cautions necessary to remove the fore- 
seeable risk.” One of the authors is an 
architect, the other has done research in 
the economics and sociology of home 
ownership. They deal with all the legal 
and financial aspects of home purchasing, 
then point out the good and bad features 
in houses in the $5000-$10,000 class (1941 
prices). Many illustrations of good and bad 
houses prove their points. 

Most old houses have been allowed to 
deteriorate during the war years, so the 
need and demand for help in remodeling 
is almost as great as for new plans, The 
publishers have not been so active in sup- 
plying this type of book. Lippincott has 
re-issued Remodelling and Adapting the 
Small House by Eberlein and Tarpley, first 
published in 1933. Better Homes and Gar- 
dens Magazine has published New Ideas 
for Remodeling Your Home, edited by 
John Normile and with chapter introduc- 
tions by Royal Barry Wills. Both books 
present before and after photographs of 
exteriors and interiors which suggest solu- 
tions to one’s own problems. 

Librarians who find themselves hard 
pressed—both because of restricted budg- 
ets and the relatively small number of” 
books—to supply the demands of home 
planners, will do well not to overlook free 
pamphlet material. True, much of this 
literature is advertising a particular prod- 
uct. Even so, there are many helpful and 
adaptable suggestions. A careful scanning 
of the advertising sections of the archi- 
tectural and homemaking magazines will 
reveal the sources of such pamphlets. 
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LIBRARIANS who need to keep abreast of films will be interested in a new quarterly 
published by the Institute of Adult Education, Teachers College, Columbia University, in 
cooperation with National Committee on Film Forums. This is the Film Forum Review, 
525 W. 120th St., N. Y. 27, subscription, $1 per year. The first number has comments on 
experiences of libraries and other agencies with film forums, five signed articles, and a 
discussion leader’s guide. An editorial states that the Review will attempt “to provide 
analyses of maierials now available, to give some guidance in the selection of films for 
adult education purposes, and to suggest methods by which films may best be used for 
discussion purposes.”
